The basis for the investigation conducted by the Bureau under the 
provisions of Executive Order 9835 was information received in W43 from Confidential 
informant Newark T-l, a reliable informant, that Bert Schwarts of 1453 Nest Clinton 
Avenue, Irvington, New Jersey was a member of the Irvington Branch of the Communist 
Party. It will be noted that on the Loyalty iorm submitted by the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration on the employee Schwartz listed as a former address 1453 Clinton Avenue, 
Irvington, New Jersey. Upon recontact in instant investigation. Confidential 
Informant Newark T—1 in addition to reiterating his information furnished in 1943 
further advised that Schwarts at that time was carried on a leave status with ths 
Corjnunist Party as he was then in the United States Army. ^ 

Confidential Informant Newark T-2, of known reli^^Yify, advised that 
in 1944 Ruth ffelnberg, wife of the employee, was a member oiPthe Seat Side Branch 
of the Communist Party, Essex County, New Jersey, end was also on tha Executive 
Committee of that Branch.

BACKGROUNDS 


As you are aware a full field investigation was initiated on Schwartz 
on the basis that "Bert^Schwartz, 1453 West Clifton Avenue, Irvington, New Jersey," 
was a member of the~YJbmmunist Tarty in 1943* (Source - Highly Confidential Source 
who had access to membership records of the Essex County Communist Party in 
possession of Zelda Lowenstein on January 20, 1943*) The investigation conducted 
not only established this fact through another source but also established that 
the employee's wife, Ruth Weinberg Schwartz, was a member of the Communist Party.
